If we do not accept the proposition and build a new' school build­ 
ing, we shall no doubt find our old building condemned within 
the next five years and be forced to erects a new school building 
and stand the total cost thereof. 
If we accept the grant or 
donation from the government, 
it will be necessary for our 
Board of Education to furnish a part of the funds and an election 
will be held at the Village Hall in Arlington Heights on Saturday, 
March 13th, 1937, from 12 o’clock noon to 7:00 p. rn., for the 
purpose of approving a bond issue in the amount of $(>8,000. 
The people of our Village should realize the importance of this 
election and come to the Village Hall and bring their friends and 
vote for approval of these bonds. 


\Yhen the bonds are approved, our Board of Education will 
let a contract for a new building to be erected under the su­ 
pervision of the government and the contractor will be covered 
with a bond to insure the completion of a modern school build­ 
ing. 


Everyone in this school district who is interested in schools 
and has the future welfare of the children of Arlington Heigilts 
at heart should make it a point to go to that election and to 
see to it that all of his friends who are interested in good schools 
also goes, and cast their votes in favor of the new* school. 


The election will he held at the Village Hall from 12 o’clock 
noon to 7 p. rn. vvj Saturday, March 13th, and the result of th at 
election is of vital importance to the future of Arlington Heights.

All of the proceeds from 
the tax will be used exclusively for 
relief purposes if the bill is passed 
by the Senate with a sim ilar two- 
thirds vote, which is expected. 
Governor Henry H orner is cer­ 
tain to sign the bill, inasmuch as it 
was introduced at his request and 
to take the place of a public utility 
tax declared unconstitutional by the 
Illinois Supreme Court.
